Subject ; Export of Potato Secdf, Onion Seedi and 
Vegetable ^cds during 1982-83. 

No, 7/i/82-EII. —Attention is invited to Exports (Control) 
Order No. E(C)0|19771AM(241) dated the 28th May, 
1982, and export policy of Potato Seeds (All varieties) and 
Onion Seeds as indicated against S. No. 24(iii) at page 14 
of Imports and Export Policy 1982-83 (Vol, II). 

2. It has been decided that export of Potato Seeds (All 
varieties) and Onion Seeds (certified and uncertified varieties) 
will be allowed within a limited ceiling on first-come, first- 
served basis against Quality Control Certificate from a re¬ 
cognised State Certification Agency inclading National Seeds 
Corporation. Export of Onion Seeds of Nursery Origin shall 
be allowed without any quantitative restriction on produc¬ 
tion of a certificate by the exporter himself to the effect that 
the seeds are of nursery origin and have been grown against 
an export order. The export will be allowed by the licens¬ 
ing authorities bv making endorsements on the shipping 
bills. 


3. Export of Vegetable Seeds of Nursery Origin shall be 
allowed under 001^3 on pi eduction of a certificate by 
the exporter himself to the effect that the seeds arc of nur¬ 
sery origin and have been grown for c.xport. However, 
export of other varieties of Vegetable Seeds shall be allowed 
against an Quality Control Certificate from a recognised 
State Certification Agency including (NSC) National Seeds 
Corporation. 

4. Accordingly, the existing entry appearing in col. 3, 
against S, No. 24(iii) at page 14 of the Policy Katement of 
Import and Export Policy, 1982-83 (Vol. II) shall be amend¬ 
ed to read as under : 

“Export will be allowed within a limited ceiling on 
first-come, first-served basis subject to the follow¬ 
ing conditions j— 

1. Potato Seeds (all varieties) and Onion Seeds 

(certified and uncertified varieties) against 
Quality Control Certificate from recognised 
State Certification Agency including National 
Seeds Corporation. 

2. Onion Seeds of Nursery Origin allowed without 
uanlitativc restriction on production of a certi- 
cate by the exponcr himself to the effect 

that the seeds are of nursery oilgin and have 
been grown against export order."
